The theory of the “Morning Pi*!" 
may 1 m» briefly stated. It* fimdamen- 
tit 1 contention U that all polltUnl un¬ 
rest Is artificial. It Is n produce of 
the Hidden Hand which Is now re¬ 
vealed to us ns u “Formidable Sect” 
encompassing the world. This sect bus 
been at Its present work for at least 
n liiiwlred and flftv rears The French 
Revolution was rout rived by It. ns well 
us nil the subordinate revolution* 
down to our own lime. Trade I'nion- 
irtiiu Socialism. Syndicalism. Bolsliov- 
Ism. Sinn Fein. Indian Nationalism, 
and their analogues in every flirt of 
the globo. an* outward and visible 
signs of It* sinister activity. That 
there are social grievance* and even 
evils nt the roof of tills unrest Is not 
denied, lint they are as artificial as 
the unrest Itself. They nave all 1*0011 
deliberately brought nliout by the Hid. 
den Hand In order In stir no re* "It 
against the Throne anil Alter. Tin* 
way III which If Is done Is a little «*om. 
plicated. Behind the resiles* and 
seditious movement*, which we all 
know, there Is a secret revolutionary 
organisation in the shape of Fn*o- 
mii-onry. But this Is only I lterme- 
d!:ite. for Freemasonry Itself, thru 
some obscure transaction lictween the 
Templars and the Old Man of the 
Mountain, was created by the “Formid¬ 
able Sect.” and Is wholly, the per¬ 
haps unconsciously, under ils control.

There Is nothing new In tills theory, 
except the claim *»f Its authors In 
have produced documentary pr*»nr nt

Jewish aspect. It w«* invented over 
a century ago. n« it bus been resurrect- 
•*1 today, to explain the unfamiliar in¬ 
ternational character of the prevailing 
unrest. The clergy and the nobility 
of the ancient regime were a* little 
capable ns the “Morning Post” today 
of understanding the natural causes

I»y the whole 
British people, not only a* Protest - 
mts but a* descendants of the T/»at 
Trlhe* of Israel and the subjects of 
n dynasty claiming descent from the 
House of Dnrhl. The chief prntagon- 
1st of tills *tii|tcndoiia hallucination 
was M. Oougenot do* Mousse*ux. who 
In ISflO embodied It In a volume en¬ 
titled “T.c Jtilf. le Judalsme. et la 
Jiidalsatlon des IVnplos Chretiens.” 
From Id* own admissions, however. It 
appeara that he was largely indebted 
to C.ermnn Catholic Inspiration. Once 
again the theory fall**! to find sup¬ 
port. nml Oougenot's book, like the 
honks of Barrnel and ltobtson.

These protocols are alleged to Is* the 
minutes of eertuiu meetings of tIn- 
Secret Diroctor> of the Jewish fioople 
held In Paris ttwurds the end of the 
last century, an I they n*cord avowals 
by the Elder* if the very conspiracy 
set forth hypoOrthitlly by M>1. Clou- 
genot do* Mouscuux and Copin-Al- 
haneelli. -In tills Isiok." soys the 
"Morning Pont" triumphantly, "for tin* 
first time we flat! an open drclanitioi 
of the terrible conspiracy of the 
Formidable Hoc/*’ 

Unhappily for those who rely on it 
tills document is a clumsy forgery 
which lias alrndy Iwcn u«cd for the 
most dh» reputable pun******. It has 
ln*en known tc the Jewish romniun 
Ity for some years. The first lira ft 
of It was fahrhited In l**iis by an «»f 
fldal in the Pritwhi i Post Office i»*«n* 
ed Hernia mi (j#e€lsehe. w ho was dis¬ 
missed from sonlce on mrniuit of tnore 
vulgar forgeries It was long n st«s k 
broadsheet of the Herman anti- 
Semites. in 10(5 it was ns4*d in Rus¬ 
sia hy the secret police for 
propaganda, am! It was afterwards 
embodied in i politico-apocalyptic 
b«a*k on A itiebist by a disciple of 
Father John of (’ninstnrtt. one Serge 
Nlltis. who Nouglt to show that the old 
"Formidable Heft” of Ouiigcitot dcs 
Mousaeaux. com! sting of Jews and 
Freemason* umer the direction of 
England, was th* real nntrlchri*t. This 


England, was th* real out rich risf. This 
book was used to fierstntde the cre¬ 
dulous Tsar to conclude n secret treaty 
with the Herman Emperor aimed nt 
Kiglnnd 11 ml the Entente. In 1!HS 
ninl llUfi di>eton*d typewritten coph- 
of the protocol*. with the untl-Eiig- 
llsh ptisssig«*s carefully dHrird. were 
secretly ei mils led by emissaries of 
Kolteliak's and Pen I kill’s intelligence 
wrvlcr ntnoiig Fa bluet Ministers himI 
other official* *f the Allied mid As 
goclatcd Poorer*, with the object of 
showing that l%d*liovl*ni was nit ex¬

It was then that, thanks to 
the American I»opnrtment of Justice 
Hie Jewish coamunity were made 
aware «»f tlielr existence.
